
DHS students 
starting year 
at OLD school 

Parents confused about where to 
send kids on first day of classes

With another school year set to 
start this week, some Didsbury 
parents are confused about 
where to send their kids for the 
first day of classes. 

Didsbury high principal Steve 
Thompson said he’s received 
calls from parents wondering if 
their kids should show up at the 
new school site or the old one for 
the first day of classes. 

An information bulletin was 
sent out to DHS and Westglen stu¬ 
dents in the spring, but 
Thompson wants to reiterate that 
classes will begin in the old 
school building as planned. 

Most of the con¬ 
fusion is coming 
from parents of 
middle school stu¬ 
dents moving up to 
high school, but 
DHS vice-principal 
Curtis Dick said 
there has also been 
speculation that 
the new school 
build will be com¬ 
plete in time for 
the first day of 
school on August 
31, earlier than 
anticipated. 

Thompson said 
that might stem from people 
noticing substantial changes in 
the new site. 

“I’m sure there are some high 
school parents driving by who are 
going 'it looks almost done to me, 
they’re putting in pavement and 
sod, I bet they’re starting there.’” 

But that is not the case. 

While the bulk of construction 
will be completed by mid- 
September. the transition from 
the old school to the new school 
will happen gradually. 

Once the build is done, non- 
essential materials will begin 
moving over, but the final move 
of essential materials—and of 
course students and staff—is 
expected to take place in mid- 
October. 

Ultimately the transition will 
take about three weeks, with a 
“blast over” of three days to final¬ 
ize the move. 

“That will be nuts,” Thompson 
said of the expected rush in

October. 

But he’s not worried about 
things like lighting or mechanical 
work. It’s ironing out the the tech¬ 
nical bugs like phone and P.A. 
systems that is expected to pro¬ 
vide the biggest challenge. 

Right now, workers are putting 
the finishing touches on the 
school, laying down and polishing 
flooring. 

Thompson and Dick are excited 
about the move and they hope 
students and parents are too. 

Some of the feedback they’ve 
received from the community has 
been positive and some hasn’t, 
said Thompson. 

The most common comment is 
that the new school is too small. 

Students will be 
moving in at 95 per 
cent capacity, as 
opposed to the 72 
per cent they were 
at in the old build¬ 
ing. 

But Thompson 
said the old school 
has a lot of extra 
lab spaces that 
were underused, so 
the downsize is 
creating a more 
efficient environ¬ 
ment. 

“The new school 
will be better uti¬ 
lized, better quality, more effi¬ 
cient and better for students.” 

“He is particularly pleased with 
the band room and gymnasium. 

“Nobody is going to get into this 
gym and argue that it isn’t 10 
times better,” he said. 

“People are going to think this 
is an amazing space." 

Thompson said those who have 
toured the building all had good 
comments and he expects others 
to come around once they’ve seen 
it too. 

“I think when people see it 
they'll go ‘wow’,” he said. 

Thompson hopes that eventual¬ 
ly, the school will be used as a 
community facility as well, host¬ 
ing events like weddings. 

“For a wedding, this would be 
the best spot in town to hold a 
reception, no question about it,” 
he said. 

“You wouldn’t have to decorate 
it much to make it look pretty 
spiffy."

Budget 2007 is now in the works and 
public opinion is expected to be a big fac¬ 
tor in the Town’s decision making 
process. 

CAO Roy Brown has presented council 
with a rough outline of objectives for the 
2007 fiscal year and Ls asking councillors 
to make additions and deletions where 
they see fit. 

“I tried to expand upon the objectives 
that council set when they 
first met to develop a 
strategic plan in February f 

2005,” Brown said of how vVB f© ( 
this early draft was devel- thdt Wh 
oped. .

"Those customer surveys I think might 
influence a bit the direction we choose to 
go,” said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

Since the beginning of council’s term, 
public input has held presidence. 

In 2004 council met with residents at 
the 5-0 club where it listened and wrote 
down “volumes” of what those in atten¬ 
dance said, according to Moore. 

Councillors also took to the streets, 
knocking on doors to ask for community 
input. 


“We took all of that information to our 
strategic session and council was 
adamant that that input had to be includ¬ 
ed,” said Moore. 

After council had laid out its priorities 
in a budget plan, it consulted residents 
once more. 

“We brought it back to the community 
again and asked if we got it right and they 
agreed that we had,” said Moore. 

“We’re confident that what we’ve 
included is what residents wanted.”

The morning of Friday, Nov. 24 has been 
set aside for council to put together a sec¬ 
ond draft of the budget, with a final draft 
expected by the end of the calendar year.

School capacity stretched thin

Didsbury’s new high 
school is in the final stages 
of completion, and when 
students finallyntove in, they 
w ill enter at 90 to 95 per cent 
capacity begging the ques¬ 
tion “is it big enough?” 

Rigid now, officials say, 
“yes.” 

But with a substantial pop¬ 
ulation growth projected for 
the town, will it be big 
enough in five or 10 years? 

Maybe not. 

DHS principal Steve 
Thompson said he’s not 
thrilled with the size allotted, 
but that a government policy 
called “right sizing” is bast'd 
on current student enrode¬ 
ment and not population 
projections. 

“If we see the growth we 
are going to see, then yeah, 
there’s going to be issues 
with capacity in this (new) 
school,” he said. 

The old school had extra 
lab space that wasn’t always 
utilized, but it would have 
allowed for space expansion 
if enrolment increases. 

“We could have utilized 
those classroom lab spaces 
anti brought in more teaeh- 


“At some point the design is going to have to be 
modified to get better traffic flow and I think that’s an 
issue with this design that I wish they would have 
considered, but it’s a policy. ” 


ers," said Thompson. 

But the new school is 
more limited. 

“If I hire more teachers, 
where would I put them?,” 
he said. “Now I’ve got to get 
classrooms because there’s 
nowhere for them to teach.” 

Vice-principal Curtis Dick 
said that’s what happens 
when policies don’t allow 
room to budge. 

“If we were Oyen or 
Hanna or something, where 
you’re off the beaten path, 
we might l>e OK, but not in 
the corridor with the num¬ 
ber of |>eople moving from 
Calgary out to these rural 
areas,” he said. 

With the current design 
plan, one long hallway is 
dedicated to teaching spaces 
and to build onto that one 
stretch doesn’t make sense, 
Thompson said.

For kids whose parents are unable to 
afford all of the required school supplies, 
the first day of classes can be agonizing, 
but thanks to the generosity of local resi¬ 
dents and Ward Value Dnig Mart, Didsbury 
kids will be able to start the first day of 
school with everything they need. 

Now in its third year, the Value Drug 
Mart Kitz 4 Kidz campaign encourages the 
community to get involved by purchasing 
a $6 kit filled with school supplies. 

This year, Ward Value Drug Mart 
received 456 donations, far exceeding pre¬ 
vious years. 

“From what we know, we’ve sold far

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Terminal velocity ain’t no thang

When our staff photographer asked if 
anyone wanted to go skydiving for a 
story I was the first - and probably loud¬ 
est - to scream “me, me, me!” 

And just like that, I had volunteered 
myself to jump out of an airplane at 
10,000 feet. 

Here 1 thought my co-workers might be 
jealous, but they were likely more 
relieved that it was my life on the line and 
not theirs. 

But I was confident the entire week 
leading up to the jump t hat this was going 
to be a fantastically thrilling experience. 

It wasn’t until we actually arrived at 
River’s Edge Skydiving and were thrown 
into ground training that I had my first 
inkling of fear. 

The second I signed my life away on the 
waiver form, I had to pee. 

But I was reassured when we met our 
instructor K.K. 

Just retired, after 21 years in the mili¬ 
tary, K.K. had a calming demeanor about 
hint. 

It could have had something to do with 
the beard. 

Don’t ask me what it is, but a good 
beard seems to imply a strength and pro¬ 
tectiveness that in that moment, I was 
very glad to see sprouting from K.K.’s 
face. 

Just when I was feeling good, my pho¬ 
tographer, Carla, asked K.K. how many of 
his students throw up. That’s when I lost 
it. 

See, I have an actual phobia of throw¬ 
ing up. I’m not sure if there’s a medical 
name for it, but it’s very real. And it was 
the one thing I had tried not to think 
about since waking up. The closest I 
came was making a decision not to eat 
breakfast. 

Big mistake. 

K.K. said it’s better to eat a normal meal 
so your stomach juices are absorbed by 
something when your body is being 
turned inside out. 

Great. Could someone get me a piece of 
bread, please? 

But there was no time. 

And I had to concentrate on the task at 
hand. 

As 1 suspected, K.K. said sensory over¬ 
load tends to cause momentary memory 
lapses, but he assured me that with 
enough practice, my brain would work on 
auto-pilot. 

And actually, to my surprise and

delight, there wasn’t a lot to remember. If 
I remembered only one thing it should be 
“kick ass”. By throwing my feet back it 
would force my body to arch and keep 
me in a stable position so I didn’t spriral 
to my death. 

Easy enough. 

The next thing was to check my wrist 
altimeter every few seconds, taking a 
pause between checks to breathe and 
relax, and then finally, at 6,000 feet, I was 
to pull the cord. 

After a few dry runs, we got suited up 
and did the Bad Boys walk to the air¬ 
plane. 

K.K. wasn’t kidding when he said it was 
a cozy ride. 

Six of us cuddled up together and 


before I knew it, we were climbing 
through the sky. 

If I hadn’t had Carla with me, I might lie 
right now and say I was cool and collect¬ 
ed the entire time, but she had her cam¬ 
era with her depicting the slow turning of 
a smile into gut-renching terror. 

As we neared our “mark" of 10,000 feet, 
I looked over and saw that Ross, River’s 
Edge owner, had his eyes closed and his 
mouth was moving. 

He wasn’t sleeping. He was meditating. 
Ross visually maps out every jump in his 
head so that it's in the right place when 
he’s ready to go. 

I tried a little meditating of my own. It 
went something like this: “don’t throw 
up, don’t throw up.” 

But I was interrupted by a beeping 
noise. 

“You know what that noise is?," K.K. 
asked. 


“That’s the plane's stall warning. When 
we slow down too much it beeps, but 
don’t worry, it’s just really sensitive." 

At this point I was pretty happy to 
know I would be leaving the plane. 

And that may have been K.K.’s inten¬ 
tion. 

But I wasn’t going to repeat to Carla 
what he had just whispered because 
although she had a parachute strapped to 
her back, she wasn’t attached to K.K. like 
I was and I figured I feared enough for 
her anyway. No sense scaring her too. 

As we turned around and the door flew 
open, I started rethinking my plan and 
wished I was in Carla's place at the back 
of the plane. 

Then I watched as three other jumpers 
literally disappeared into nothingness. 

I really wanted to be Carla now. 

I’d even be willing to go down with the 
stalled plane, as long as I had metal 
around me and not just air. 

But then I felt K.K.’s hand on my shoul¬ 
der, that calming touch only a man with 
a beard can have, and I was OK again. 

I stuck my legs out the door, we rocked 
back twice, and BAM, we were gone. 

OK, Kick Ass. I remembered, I remem¬ 
bered! 

As we sommersaulted through the air I 
was amazed that it didn’t feel at all like 
we were falling. 

It actually felt like the wind was push¬ 
ing me upward 

In scientific terms I think this relates 
back to Newton’s Laws of Motion and the 
idea that for every action there’s an equal 
and opposite reaction, but there’s no 
describing the feeling. You have to expe¬ 
rience it for yourself. 

Within 30 seconds of free fall at termi¬ 
nal velocity (like they couldn’t have come 
up with a better word than “terminal”), I 
should have been able to check my 
altimeter three times. 

I checked it eight. Apparently forgot 
the relax and breathe part. 

At 6,000 feet, l pulled and there we 
were, actually flying. 

I understood then why K.K. and Ross 
were bouncing with excitement to share 
this experience with me for the first time. 

It's the reason skydiving instructors do 
what they do, so there are other people 
who understand them. 

Is it crazy to jump out of a perfectly 
good airplane? 

Maybe. But it’s also probably the most 
memorable and exhilarating thing I’ll 
ever do. 

As I looked down and watched our 
plane land beneath us, I was glad I wasn’t 
in it. 

And I was very glad I was the first to 
yell “me, me, me.”
